In January 1951 a Chinese Communist engineer unit began the construction of 
an airfield at Yanghwa (125-38, 39-13) (YD 2744) and completed it in April. 
ALL the inhabitants of the area were evacuated before construction was 

started and no Korean jaborera were used. In late May 700 Chinese Commis? 
air fores and engineer persomel vere stationed at the field, and a restricted 
gone surrounding the field was off-limits to all bt Chinese Commmnist troops. 
Signal lamps were installed at the field and four 45—mm anti-aircraft guns 
were in position on hilis along the western side of the field. (See Attashuent 
To. ie) . 


On 31 lay, threo YAK fighters were at the field, hidden in thres of six 
+renches thirty metere high (sic) and thirty meters wide, slong the southwest 
adee of the runway (see Attachment No. 1). The field was being used exclu- 
sively by the Chinese Commmist Air Foros. 


Equipment at the field includcs 3 rolling machines, 10 Jepanese trucks whick. 
are hidden in trenches during the day, construction machinery, and radios. 

The radios, gasoline, and most of the supplies at the field are stored in 
trenches around the field, although there is one warehouse containing supplies 
amd some vehicles off the acrthwest end of the runaway. Ten Soviet trucks 

are used te bring ammmition, pasoline, food, and clothing to the field fran 
pia (125-39, 39-20), headquarters of a Chinese Commmist supply unit. There 
are approximately 10,000 troops in the wit, and large stockpiles of all 

types of supplies are hidden in the mountains surrounding the hetdquarters, 


On 30 Mey there were 20 YAK planes hidden in trenches along the northeast eda 
of Yingyu (125-36, 39-18) (YD 2453) airfield (see Attachment No. 2).
